This was the time, if ever one ex- 
isted, for the “ Shareholder of many years’ standing " to have stepped forward, and, by a 
vigorous system of calls, to have arrested the alleged wasteful mode of working the mine. 
What has been done during the last three years with regard to Baddern is, I am sure, 
all that could have been done. Long ago the best authorities on the sabject, with the 
concurrence, too, of the lord’s agents, came to the conclusion that the only way to work 
this mine was to follow the course of the elvan, and not to continue sinking the eastern 
engine-shaft, from which the elvan was running away 80 fast that scores of fathoms had 
to be driven through at every level before it was reached. This mode of working has 
been pursued, and the mine has, with a trifling call now and then, paid its way. Butat 
the time the resolution was passed to abandon the mine the elvan had become so hard 
and squeezed up that scarcely an ounce of ore was left in the mine; and it is well-known 
that it was through the merest accident that the cross-course, or caunter lode, was dis- 
covered upon which the workings are now being conducted. This discovery became 
known to the committee in the interval of the confirmation of the resolution to abandon, 
and before Capt. Hampton visited the mine (as he himselfacknowledges) ; and the com- 
mittee had previously resolved to recommend the rescinding of that resolution. It is 
true, therefore, that there was a narrow escape of losing the property ; but not,as is im- 
plied, through the shrewdness of the “ Shareholder of many years’ standing” and his 
confreres, nor through the advice of Capt. Hampton. 

he expedient suggested by Capt. Hampton, of damming up the water and casting off 
the western engine, is not new. It was tried about four years ago, at a cost of several 
hundred pounds, and failed. It was doubly’disastrous. It failed to keep back the water, 
almost destroying the eastern engine, and it was productive of such bad air, by obstructing 
the ventilation in the eastern workings, that they were often suspended, and, when at 
work, only half time could be made by the miners. As to the other recommendations 
of Captain Hampton, they are open to a difference of opinion, even supposing the pro- 
ductiveness of the mine had justified the outlay; but, for two or three years past, no 
sufficient quantity of ore has been met with to warrant any such expenditure. 

I would only further add, that the question of call was not negatived, but merely de- 
ferred for a short time to see what might be the beneficial results of the recent discovery.

MINERAL INDUSTRY OF IRELAND. 


Sim,—It must give sincere pleasure to every well-wisher of Ireland to read your able 
remarks in last week’s Journal. The mineral! resources of the country are truly won- 
derful : few persons, except such as are well acquainted with those parts of Ireland as 
yet little known to the tourist, are aware of the fact that many localities teem with 


mineral wealth. The established and justly-extolled repute of Wicklow as an ore-pro- 
ducing locality, with its beautiful scenery, seem to hold, as it were, the tourist spell-bound 
to the spot, and his making any detour or extension of his trip to other counties a matter 
of needless, nay useless, labour. Yet other parts of this country, as I before stated, al- 
though little visited, would, upon careful inspection, be found to yield, as well as Wick- 
low, golden streams, grand and varied scenery, deep, dark,lakes, rugged mountains, smil- 
ing valleys, and treasures equally tempting to the miner. The general cry is, “Oh, 
there is no railroad :” this objection will soon pass away, and the comfortable first-class 
carriage will shortly take the place of Bianconi’s cars ; and then, and not until then, will 
the more distant parts of Ireland become familiar tothe traveller. For instance, let your 
friend take a peep into Donegal if a lover of the romantic : every rugged mountain has its 
tale, every running brook its tradition. To the miner, here are limestone, clay-slate, 
quartz, gneiss, and granite, rivalling in mineralised character each other; lead, blende, 
copper, iron, manganese, china-clays, flags, roofing slates, &c., abountling. 
Here, also,are to be seen feruginous earth in beds (continuous), to be traced for miles ; 
near these beds have been found ancient gold and silver ornaments ; and the belief Is 
strong that,on analysis being made, gold is contained, say, from 1 dwt. to 3 ozs. per ton. 
True it is, small seales of this metal have been found, together with copper pyrites and 
lead, disintegrated from the mountain sides where washed byfheavy rains. On this sub- 
ject, if you allow me, I will drop you a note again, as much remains to be said of this at 
present unknown land. Let not the gold seekers abroad smile, but [ believe we have 
equally tempting fields at home. It is quite refreshing to see Mr. Hopkins’s letter: long 
may he continue to show the fallacies of those whose hope is “ gain,” no matter by what 
means obtained, or how many dupes suffer in trying to extract the precious metal by 
new-fangled and improved means.—June 24.

LOSTWITHEL DISTRICT. 


Sir,—Your correspondents in their remarks on the lodes in this locality have omitted 
aseries which might constitute a most valuable mine, at Trewater, in the parish of Lan- 
reath. The principal lodes are—one east and west lode, said to be one of the Fowey 
Consols lodes, and a north and south lode, called the Herodsfoot lode. Some years since 


an adit was driven to cut these lodes; the east and west lode was soon cut, and was 
found to be 4 feet wide, composed of yossan, with a large qnantity of mundic, and spots 
of copper ; on each side were branches of copper ore—a fine and most valuable lode: this 
lode was driven on for a fathomor two. The burrow still at the mouth of the adit attests 
its quality ; about 3 tons of the gossan and mundic are stil) left, as well as about two 
barrows full of the gossan, with the copper ore; the latter has been well riddled by 
parties who professed to take up the sett ; notwithstanding this rifling, copper ore may 
still be found. The adit was driven 40 fms. towards the lead lode, intending to cut it at 
24 fms. deep. A shaft was sunk about 4 fms. to have met the adit for the sake of air, 
and then the mine was abandoned! Another adit was driven to cut the lead lode, but 
never prosecuted far enough to reach it; in driving this adit a small lode was inter- 
sected, of the same nature as the east and west lode before mentioned. A pile of gossan 
still at the mouth of this adit shows the quality of this vein. This is all the trial the 
mine has ever had. The ground rises on the course of the lode to 45fims, At the mouth 
of the adit is a never-failing stream, of sufficient capacity to drive a water-wheel. At 
the distance of two miles is a port, ealled Lerran,on the River Fowey, navigable for ves- 
sels of 90 tons burden; the carriage of materials, or ores, would not exceed 1s, 6d. per 
ton; yet this property is wholly neglected; not even the sett applied for, so apathetic 
are the people of this locality, notwithstanding they have such splended examples of 
success before their eyes, as Fowey Consols, Par Consols, and the like, yet they allow 
mining properties, like your frequent descriptions have faithfully portrayed, to remain 
idle, and proved valuable productive mines, like Respryn and the Maudlin, to languish 
for the want of a few pounds additional capital. Where is the old Cornish spirit ?

Afterthe payment of such heavy calls, the suggestion 
is offered whether it is not expedient for the shareholders who have paid to form them- 
selves into a committee to protect their interests, and either, by a Chancery suit, or by 
the powers of the Stannaries Court, if available, to obtain an equitable adjustment of 
their affairs. I said the management was most culpable: apart from the mismanagement 
on the mine, there has been mismanagement at the offices. Why was not a meeting 
called when the Stannaries Court was in possession? Why were not the shareholders 
consulted as to the course they would pursue? Why have six months heen allowed to 
elapse, while ruin has been spreading on the mineand it the shareholders, without a 
meeting having been called? The mine, ifany dependence could be placed upon reports, was 
in a most improved condition ; and ores of tin, copper,and lead, which had cost thousands 
to lay open, were under hand. Why, at such a juncture, was such a crisis allowed to 
happen, and to take its course unchecked, without the shareholders being once consulted ? 
These are questions which must be asked at the next meeting, and answered, too, if a 
meeting can be obtained. My suggestion is that the few respectable shareholders who 
remain should form themselves into a company, purchase the sett and leases, and, under 
able and economic local management, resuscitate the property. Is there no man of busi- 
ness and energy amongst them who will set forward this movement? Undoubtedly com- 
petent parties can be found in the neighbourhood of the mine who would superintend their 
interests, and obtain for them, in all probability, a return of some portion of the many 
thousands buried in the adventure.—June 21. FoeaTus.

Sin,—We have had unsatisfactory accounts presented in one or two Cornish mines, and 
it has been found upon explanation that the cause of complaint has arisen through those 
having the charge of the books being deficient of knowledge ; but at the meeting of the 
Dale Mining C y the st ts were prepared by a professional accountant (Mr. 
J, A. Franklin), and yet they were so obscure that no one present could understand them. 
I anxiously waited for your report, thinking that you would probably set them out in a 
more intelligible form, but regretted to find that you inserted them in the same unsatis- 
factory manner as they were presented to the meeting. You state that it was ultimately 
admitted that the promoters had taken 10007. more than they were entitled to, or some- 
thing much to that effect ; but I donot think any such admission was made, although the 
opinion that they had done so was pretty general. I recollect, too, that much the same sort 
of dissatisfaction was expressed by certain shareholders in the Kinzigthal, when Mr. 
Franklin prepared the accounts, until an explanation was given in your Journal ; and I 
have, therefore, come to the conclusion that Mr. Franklin is too scientific for mine ac- 
counts. Railway accounts always show a profit, but, unfortunately, if they were shown 
in as straightforward a manner as cost-book accounts, it would be seen that the calls and 
dividends about balance. Let the statement of the financial position of the Dale Mine be 
published in your valuable Journal, so as shareholders may understand it, and let the di- 
rectors, secretary, and auditor abandon all notions that the Dale accounts were anything 
in the form of the balance-sheet given in the Limited Liability Act of 1856. Let astate- 
ment be made in accordance with the form therein contained, and we shall hear nomore 
of the discrepancy of 1000/., although we discover that 10007. too much has been paid to 
the vendors; we shall, moreover, be better convinced that our auditor is competent for 
the office to which he has just been elected.—June 15.

Sir,—Permit me to call the attention of my brother st 3 to the busi to be 
transacted at the meeting on Monday next, particularly to the vote to be taken to con- 
firm, or otherwise, the resolution passed at the last general meeting—to reduce the mini- 
mum number of directors from eight to five. Should that vote be carried, it is more than 


probable the future directors will be five only, a number too small, I think, to govern a 
chartered association with 500,000/. capital, 100,000/. of which has been already called 
up, and spent. It would practically place the direction in the hands of three only, who, 
by coalition, could dictate as they willed to the other two, however honest, talented, or 
business-like, they may be. It might also have the effect of perpetuating the same di- 
rectory, an’evil to be much guarded against, the more so where the patronage has (as in 
Mr. Bland’s case) been yielding us relatives with large salaries and no profit. 

I trust those of the directors who, from their connection with other gold mines, were 
supposed to be possessed of such an amount of practical knowledge as to prevent losses 
from the use of inexperienced officers, bad plant, and inefficient machinery, will explain 
how it was that such an eminent and practical agent as Mr. Evan Hopkins was set aside, 
and such an amount of money squandered on fruitless attempts at metal-getting by in- 
efficient men, with inefficient machinery ? Such information is doubly due to us from 
our Chairman, for if he be not himself a practical man he is not fit for his position ; and 
if he be, he has to tell us why he appointed an inexperienced relative to supersede Mr. 
Hopkins, or tolerated such a waste of capital as the ledger exhibits, from the former mining 
exploits of Mr. Bland. 

From a statement in your last Journal (by whose authority given it is not stated), it 
seems that the profit made in March last by crushing gold quartz was 1371/.; and from 
the circular issued by the directory, stated to be a reprint fromm a Melbourne paper, the 
expensive Chilian mill process is being suspended for the cheaper one advocated by, I be- 
lieve, Mr. Evan Hopkins.

There are the representative, Mr. Bland, a gentleman 
of large experience in English mining ; alate manager of a silver mine in New Granada ; 
Mr. Kobson, 25 years connected with Brazilian mining; an engineér in chief; and a se- 
cretary. Now, what is the cost of these gentlemen per diem, if the workmen get from 
10s. to18s.each? And is such cost taken into account when the profit is given at 1300/. ? 
In writing thus my sole object is to elicit, if possible, such infurmation on Monday as 
may benefit the company—show us, in fact, how we stand, and how we may progress, 
and to urge the maintaining of such a numerous directory that a clique of three cannot 
swamp. The power of voting is now in the hands of afew. Those who hold scrip, and 
are not registered, cannot vote; whilst those who are on the registration, and have sold 
their shares, are entitled, and may vote. Thus, the company may be virtually guided 
by those who have no moneyed interest in it. Scrip owners have been afraid to register ; 
they have seen their money lost and squandered by persons whom they consider without 
capacity to do what they have undertaken, and remain quiet lest they should be further 
mulcted. Scrip owners go to the meeting, vote personally, and carry their point—when, 
a ballot being demanded, they are powerless, and aye becomes nay. I, with others, have 
been thus guided, as I am registered only for one out of about 500 shares E. Lacy.

An extraordinary general meeting of the shareholders was held at the London Tavern’ 
Bishopsgate, on Wednesday,—Mr. Wink worth in the chair. 
Mr. PENNINGTON read the notice convening the meeting, which was called for the pur- 


pose of considering and determining whether any new capital should be raised, and to con- 
sider, and, if thought fit, to confirm and approve the terms of an agreement in reference 
to the matters in dispute between the company and Mr. H. J. Longcluse. E 
The report of the directors stated that the property consisted of 635 acres of freehold 
land in the township of Strathalbyn, within 30 miles of Adelaide, 36 miles of Port Elliott, 
and 12 miles of the River Murray. There is reason to believe that the whole of the 
Strathalbyn district is highly mineralised, and as regards this property it has proved so. 
The assets in the shape of machinery were estimated at 4375/., and the liabilities as re- 
turned by Mr. Squarey at 28267. 15s. 6d., leaving a balance of assets of 1548/. 4s. 6d. 
The directors conceived that the questions for the consideration of the shareholders were 
—Whether they will subseribe necessary funds for carrying on the works at the mine? 
whether the property should be leased on the terms suggested in Mr. Squarey’s letter, or 
any modification of them ? or whether the lands, mines, machinery, and property of the 
company should be sold, and the proceeds, after payment of the debts, divided amongst 
the shareholders ? 
The CaareMan said that the report explained the condition of the company, so fur as 
the materials in the hands of the board enabled them to do so, up to the period of its 
being issued. Since that time a letter had been received from Mr. Squarey, by the mail 
due on June 3, but which, by some accident connected with the service, did not arrive 
until the 18th. That letter would be read to the meeting. From the whole of the cor- 
respondence, it was abundantly evident that the condition of the property required the 
ve attention of the shareholders. The letter of Capt. Prisk, taken in connection with 
r. Squarey’s last letter,so fully confirmed the favourable opinion so frequently expressed 
at-these meetings of the intrinsic value of the mines, that it would be an unnecessary 
waste of time to dilate upon the point. He would, however, call on Mr. Jehu Hitchins, 
as a practical man, and the present secretary of the company, to explain the technical 
parts of those letters.

The answer was very simple—the 
want of money to carry onthe works. They had plenty of suitable machinery at Strath- 
albyn lying idle for want of the ways and means for working it. Had the proprietors 
responded to the last appeal made to them, and carried out their own resolutions of Jan. 6 
last, there was every reason to believe that by this time they would be raising valu- 
able ore, and that within the year the company would have been a dividend-paying 
company. That immediate prospect, however, had now passed; but it by no means 
followed that the company was not susceptible of itation. The di had, 
within the last few days, been in communication with some of the largest shareholders 
both in town and country, from which it resulted that they were recommended to ad- 
vise an adjournment of this meeting, to give time for a more complete consideration of 
all the points opened up by Mr. Squarey’s last letter.

the authority given to the directors, by the extraordinary general meeting of the pro- 
prietorors held on November 5 last, to carry out this measure, in accordance with the 
provisions of the Deed of Settlement, and to increase the capital of the association by an 
issue of 5000 new shares, for the purpose of raising the funds required to complete the 
purchase, has been satisfactori!y accomplished. That the purchase mone) has been paid 
on the surrender, with the approval of the Court of Chancery, of the Duke's interest. 
That a new lease has been granted to the association by the Provincial Government of 
Nova Scotia for the remaining unexpired term of the graut, and that an Act has passed 
the Colonial Legislature confirming the whole proceeding, which Act has since received 
the sanction of the Queen. The new arrangements incident to this settlement are now 
in operation, and the directors hope and believe with every reasonable prospect of the’ 
most beneficial results to the association. 

The accounts of receipt and expenditure for the year ending December 31, 1857, duly 
audited, together with the general inventory of the stock and property made up to the 
same period, are appended tothis report, and are open, as usual, to the inspection and ex- 
amination of the proprietors whenever it may be convenient for them to call at the office. 

The shipments and sales of coal during the year have been so satisfactory as to enable 
the directors to pay to the proprietors a dividend of 12s. 6d. per share in January last, 
and now to announce a further dividend of 17s. 6d. per share, free from income tax, for 
which the usual warrants will be issued on July 17. 

The dividend is, of course, payable upon the new in common with the old shares, the 
two being now incorporated, and these two payments will absorb the nett sum of 34,575/.

The principal discussion had reference to a 
suggestion, which was earnestly urged by Mr. G. E. Seymour, that the directors should 
in future publish a balance-sheet. This recommendation appeared to receive the adhe- 
sion of the majority of the proprietors present. As this is the first occasion on which 
the directors have issued a report, these are indications of improvement which may 
perhaps encourage the hope of the suggestion being attended to.

Discovery or Goin in Vawxcouver’s Isuanp.—The Times of this 
morning has a Jong communication from its San Francisco correspondent.

The number of miners now working is 
estimated at 1000 men, all of whom are doing well—making from $10 to $49 per day. 
Miners are also located near the forks of the Thompson, about 200 miles from the mouth 
of the Fraser. The area of the auriferous country is as yet waknown. It seems to be, 
in fact, a continuation of the great Californian gold feld running through Oregon (where 
its treasures have for years past been dug up) and the intermediate American territory 
of Washington, to the British possessions washed by the waters of the Gulf of Georgia 
and of Puget Sound on the west, and extending north and east to the Rocky Mountains. 
There are at present dificulties to be encountere in getting to the mines, owing to the 
swollen state of the Fraser River, and to the country near its banks being inundated by 
the freshets which prevail at this season from the melting of the snows of the Rocky Moun-

TreatinG Iron Ones.—Mr. H. Bessemer, by a new patent, proposes 
to roast or calcine iron ores by submitting them to the action of superheated 
steam, or other highly heated gaseous matters in close vessels, the ores not 
heing heated by any ignited fuel during the roasting process. The closed, 
or nearly closed, vessel is constructed to hold a certain charge of ore, which 
may be removed therefrom by a suitable door or opening after, it has been 
operated upon; or the materials may be made to descend through the said 
vessel, which may, if desired, be made to revolve on an axis, so as to equalise, 
as near as may be, the heat and chemical action of the elements present in 
such vessel. Into these vessels, however constructed, he introduces super- 
heated steam of a very high temperature, keeping it, by preference, in such 
vessels under considerable pressure. At any time during the calcining ope- 
ration hot blast may be used alone or mixed with the superheated steam; 
the air or superheated steam may also, if desired, be passed over or among 
coal before entering the calcining chamber, should the ore be of such a na- 
ture as to require the pressure of gaseous carbon in order to facilitate the 
removal of its impurities. The heated products which escape from the 
roasting chamber he passes to a blowing machine, whereby he economises 
heat and fuel, In the roasting process chloride of lime, chloride or muriate 
of soda, chlorine gas, or the elements necessary for the formation of chlo- 
rine gas, may be put into the vessel, or the gas may be supplied by pipes 
to the roasting chamber, and so, in like manner, any gaseous or solid mat- 
ter that may be tound to act beneficially on the ores may be employed. 
In some cases he employs a condenser, and by such means is enabled to 
form a partial vacuum in the roasting chamber, in order to facilitate the 
liberation of gaseous matter from and amongst the ore; and when he de- 
sires to use any gas or chemical agent that is costly, he prefers to do so after 
having made such partial vacuum; so that such chemical agent may be in 
4 less diluted state, and in such cases he prefers entirely to close the vessel 
or chamber for such a period as he considers necessary for the said gaseons 
or other matters to operate on the ore. The second part of his invention 
consists in saturating iron ores, roasted by the above method, with a solu- 
tion containing chlorine or chloride of lime, potash, or other alkaline salt, 
and the smelting of the ores of iron so treated with desulphurised coke or 
coal in an ordinary blast furnace.

Importance of a 6-ft. seam of coal, extending over any considerable area of

COAL.AND IRON MINING IN PORTUGAL. 
In the province of Estramadura, one of the largest mineral concessions is 
about to be worked, under the title of the “ Stephania Iron-works.”” The 
capital for carrying out the project is to be supplied jointly by British, Bra- 
zilian, and Portuguese capitalists, and it is anticipated that, as the mineral 
resources of the country are as yet untouched, a large remuneration will be 
secured by the shareholders. Within the last few years, but especially 
since the introduction of railways into the kingdom, in 1853, a vigorous 
exploration of the province of Estramadura, and other parts of Portugal, 
under the direct auspices of the Government, has been prosecuted by Mr. 
George Croft, an English geologist, now resident in Lisbon. The * Croft 
concessions ” comprise upwards of 70,000 acres, consisting of nearly 26,000 
acres of iron and coal, upwards of 10,000 acres of iron, 15,500 acres of lig- 
nite fuel, and 20,000 acres of pine forests. 
In the trial borings and sinkings made in the districts of Batalha, Porto- 
de-Moz, and Chao Preto, the coal is found underlying the carboniferous 
limestone and red sandstone formations, alternating with beds of bitumin- 
ous shale, schistose clays, &c. There exist numerous outcroppings to the 
surface. The seams at Chao Preto are from 4 in. to 2 ft. 2 in. in thickness, 
giving an aggregate of 11 ft. 6 in. of coal at a depth of about 35 ft.; but 
at a lower depth the seams will be much thicker. At Rino’s Pit, a compact 
seam of coal, 3 ft. thick, was found at a depth of 60 ft. These coals are of 
a jet black colour, possessing great heating powers, and, being highly bitu- 
minous, are admirably adapted for smelting iron ores, and also for locomo- 
tive, steam, coking, and general manufacturing purposes. At Ferrarias, 
a bed of soft coal exists in the secondary formation upwards of 10 feet in 
thickness, cropping out at surface. ‘This coal from its proximity to the sea 
is highly valuable. 
Blackband and argillaceous ores, hematites, and magnetic oxides of iron, 
all of superior quality, are found at Leiria, Batalha, Porto-de-Moz, Arnal, | 
Pombal, and elsewhere. Some of the ores are very similar to the Dane- 
mora ores, the great value of which is well known; and all can be mined 
and conveyed to the smelting works at a trifling cost, compared with similar 
operations in England, Scotland, and Wales. 
At Marazes, near Leiria, and on the bank of the River Spite, at a few 
feet from surface, some rich combustible lignite, or wood-coal, is found in 
beds from 2 to 10 ft. thick; it is well adapted to make superior charcoal, 
and gives but a small percentage of ash. ‘The deposit extends over about 
18 square miles, and is so immense in quantity that it will yield the large 
return of upwards of 100,000 tons per annum for ages, and it can be mined 
and made into charcoal at little expense. ‘The pine forests of Pinhal d’el 
Rey and Amor, a few miles to the west of Leiria, have been placed at the 
disposal of Mr. Croft, who is authorised to take 120,000 cart loads of wood 
per annwin for the manufacture of charcoal, and for mining timber. There 
is abundance of limestone near the metallic deposits, and likewise fire-clays 
and sands, ample water-power, railways, roads, &c., and cheap labour.

[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WEST CORNWALL. ] 

Juné 24.—Last week was the third sale of copper ores in the month, 
and the produce low. The standard was maintained at something about 
the rate of the previous week, and it is thought by persons of some expe- 
rience that the standard has reached about its lowest point at the present 
It is now nearly the same as it was at the beginning of the preseut 
year, when the country was struggling with the effects of the commercial 
panic. In November and part of December last the standard was lower 
than it is at the present time. It is confidently hoped that when we get 
through July we may see a considerably improving standard again. 

‘The price of tin suffered a drop last week, though not to the extent some 
persons anticipated. It is well known by the managers of certain mines 
that the competition in the trade is increasing. More of this is wanted in 
copper smeltmg as well as in tin. It is surprising that capitalists are not 
more forward to embark in these protitable trades. 

In regard to mines, there is nothing to state of much importance. The 
business in shares continues dull, and it is likely to be rendered still more 
limited for a week or two by the impending election for West Cornwall, 
occasioned by the death of Mr. Michael Williams. Mr. Williams's funeral 
took place on Monday, at Gwennay, and was attended by some thousands 
of miners and others from the populous districts of Gwennap and Redruth. 
Mr. St. Aubyn, of St. Michael’s Mount, has issued an address, offering 
himself to the constituency as their representative. It was also understood 
that Mr. George Williams, one of the sons of Mr. Michael Williams, was 
coming forward as a candidate, but he has given up theintention. Mining 
adventurers should look after their own interest, and attend some of the 
political meetings which wil! take place previous to the election, in order 
to question the candidate on the subject of the rating of mines, and press 
him to vote against that measure whenever it may be brought forward in 
the House of Commons. 

Great South Tolgus has opened up an excellent mine, with large re- 
serves of ore in the 40 and 70 fm. levels. Great Alfred continues to have 
a rich lode in Copper-house shaft, and it is somewhat surprising that shares 
do not advance much higher. Wheal Trungle, in the same neighbourhood, 
is a mine which is looked apon very favourably by local adventurers. The 
prospects are certainly very good, if the usual indications of a deposit of 
copper ore are to be relied upon. Penstruthal is a mine which the ad- 
venturers are working with a perseverance that deserves reward. This 
mine sold, from 1819 to 1846, 51,827 tons of copper ore, which realised 
217,1332. The ore was then cut out of an enormous bed of mundic, and 
the interesting experiment is now being tried of seeing whether there is 
another large deposit of ore underneath the mundic, as may be expected 
from analogous instances in other places, and also at a shallower level in 
the same mine. ‘The flat-rod shaft is now about 7 fms. below the 122 fin.

[FROM OUR CORKESPONDENT AT WOLVERHAMPTON, }

bridge, resulted in leaving the trade prives as declared at the last quarter-

Probably the irosmasters have been 
induced to make no alteration in prices, under the conviction that x revival of trade will 
be experienced soon after harvest, and that a proportionate reduction in wages would 
entail disputes with the workmen. ; 
The extremely hot weather of necessity greatly diminishes the demana Sor coal fur 
domestic use, whilst the depressed state of the iron trade has a similar effect on that 
important element in the demand. The diminished consumption of house coal hes led 
to notice being given to the thick coal colliers, east of Dudley, of a reduction of Is. per 
day in their waves, bringing them down to the same point as those on the western side, 
It may be remembered that when wages were reduced throughout the district the col- 
liers east of Dudley were made an exception. The quality of much of the coal raised 
there, and its readiness of access to Birmingham, afford an immense demand tor domestic 
purposes, and during the winter this demand kept the collieries busy, despite the di- 
minished demand fur the works ; and hence the anomaly of two rates of wages prevailing 
on the opposite sides of a narrow ridge of hills. It is hardly likely that the reduction 
will be seriously resisted. : 
The disadvantaye under which the coal mines west of Dudley are placed, in reference 
to the Birmingham market, will soon be done away, by the opening of a large tunnel at 
Netherton, which, piercing the dividing ridge, will enable canal boats to convey the 
products of the western side of the hills to Birmingham without difficulty. This great 
undertaking is expected to be completed by August next. 
The hardware trades continue quiet. In Walsall the depression is Jess in extent than 
in other places, but in every department flatness prevails. 
The Board of Trade returns, just issued four May, again show a considerable falling off 
in the exports as compared with last year, but they show a large increase, if 1856 is 
taken as the standard of comparison. In pig-iron the fulling off is considerable, but in 
manufactured it is less than might have been expected. The United States and France 
are the two countries the exports to which show the greatest reduction. 
A most important step has been taken by the commencement of the Oxford Univer- 
sity examinations fur middle-class schools in Birmingham. The Rev. Dr. Jenne, Mas- 
ter of Pembroke College, and formerly head Master of King Edward's School, Birming~- 
ham, and H. J, Smith, Esq., of Baliol College, were delegated by the University to con~ 
duct the examinations, and were most warmly received by a distinguished meeting, heid 
in the Midland lustitute, on Monday, at which among others Lord Lyttelton was pre- 
sent.

Truck cases continue to occupy the magistrates. A number of informations were 
heard on Wednesday at Hales Owen, near Dudley, against two employers of colliers for 
stoppages for ale, one of the defendants keeping a public-house, and, as the men said, 
supplying them with an allowance whether they wished it or not. At the pay-table, it, 
was stated, there was a drawer, and as soon as the money was placed upon the table, 
and before the men could take it up, the cost of the ale supplied was drawn into the 
drawer by a man who attended to this special duty. A fine of 5/. was imposed for one 
offence, the rest being settled on payment of 1/. in each case. 

A curious case was heard before the Wolverhampton magistrates on Wednesday. A 
man named Saunders had previously summoned his employers, the Messrs. Hickman, 
for a violation of the Truck Act, but acontradiction in his evidence so seriously damaged 
his credibility that the magistrates refused toeonvict on his sole evidence. A man named 
Willis worked with him as what is called a“ level-hand ’’—that is, he was engaged by 
Saunders, and received half the wages for the coal got by the two. Wallis appears to 
have been favourably disposed towards his employers, and now summoned Saunders 
under two informations for paying him in goods. Saunders having received an order for 
the “ tommy ” shop, had left half the goods for Wallis, and this formed the foundation of 
the present charges. The magistrates felt bound under the provisions of the Act to fine 
Saunders o/. under the first information, advising the second to be withdrawn on pay- 
ment of 1/. for the expenses. This was certainly a hard case, and shows how dangerous 
an instrument law is—how often it wounds those whom it is intended to shield. It is 
right to say that the magistrates, under the peculiar circumstances of the case, only al- 
lowed the informer 5s.

Practical men continue to speak of the ventilating-fan, in 
use gt the Abercarn collieries, in terms of warm commendation, and urge its use in other 
pits, particularly in the fiery mines of Aberdare. We have not heard of any intention 
on the part of coulowners to avail themselves of the improvement at present, but it 
will doubtless make its way into most collieries by degrees. 

The Hope Colliery and plant, formerly belonging to Messrs. Campbell and Needham, 
was sold at the King’s Head, Newport, on Thursday last, for 3200/. Mr. T. Powell was 
the purchaser. 

A curious accident occurred at Aberdere (last week) toa puddler. The man was in the 
act of taking the “ heat ” from the furnace to the squeezer when he suddenly fell down, the 
red-hot bail of iron rolled over him, and neariy burnt him to death. He still lives. 

Another extensive field of coal has been struck upon in Pontypridd, averaging 3 feet 
4 in. in thickness. The property belongs to Messrs. Thomas, of the Troedyrhiew Col- 
Mery. Another vein, 4 ft. 3 in. thick, was also struck last week in the Coedcae Derris, 
the property of Mr. Evan Williams. 

We learn that a large iron steamer, the /sabella Howe, is now being completely re- 
fitted in the East Dock, Cardiff, for the purpose of taking several trips for testing the 
comparative merits of the Welsh and North of England coal. Very great interest is, of 
course, taken here in the experiments, which, we are informed, will be made under the 
immediate inspection of eminent engineers.

There is nothing new te notice with regard to the lead mines in Derbyshire.

A case which exited considerable interest was heard at the Chesterfield County Court, 
on Monday. It was a claim of 18/., by three colliers,aguinst Mr. Richard Barrow, of the 
Staveley Works, for an alleged wrongful dismissal. ‘The facts in dispute were these— Mr. 
Seymour, the under-viewer, had engaged a number of men to make a new drift, the old 
workips being flooded out. He expected to meet with a faultat 0 yards. They agreed 
to arcept Is. 10d. per ton for main coal, 1s. 2d. for slack, 2s. 2d. per yard for driving 
headways 2 yards wide, and 2s. per yard for narrow places. The yardage was after- 
wards altered to tonnage, and Mr. Roberts contended that the men ought to have received 
a month's notice each, or a month’s wages, before they could enter into a new contract. 
The judge thought differently, and save a verdict for the defendant, with costs. The 
court was crowded with several hundred colliers. 

In last week's Journal you published some particulars of the new steel process, as 
practised under the patent of Messrs. Dedds and Son, at their Holmes Engine and Rail- 
way Works, Rotherham. It appears that Messrs. Dodds reverse the ordinary method of 
mantifacture: instead of first converting the iron into steel, and from the steel making 
files, they make their files from iron, and then convert them (completely or partially, at 
pleasure) into steel. They on Thursday cut a bar of iron into the requisite lengths for 
14 in. files, and forged, ground, and cut them in the usual manner. The iron files were 
then placed in the converting furnace, and subjected to a process for which Mr. T. W. 
Dodds has obtained a patent. In 52 minutes from the chmimencement of the experiment 
(that is, from the time the iron was taken in hand by the forger) a file was produced 
with @ surface of steel hardened sufficiently to give a proper “temper” to the teeth; and 
in 1 hour and 26 minutes another file was produced, with steel deep enough to allow of 
the file, when worn, being profitably reground and recat. These two files upon trial are 
said to be of excellent quality. By the common plan, from two to three weeks are occu- 
pied in the conversion of iron into steel. Messrs. Dodds consider their process of “ par- 
tial conversion of iron into steel and case-hardening” applicable for the manutacture of 
edge tools, piston-rods, spindles, boiler plates, agricultural implements, &e, The new 
works of Messrs. Bessemer and (o., at Sheffield, will, it {s stated, very shortly be ready 


for operation, and we may expect soon to hear of some of the practical results of Mr. 
Bessemer’s inventions.

PROGRESS OF THE METAL TRADES ON THE CONTINENT. 
[FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT. } 

Jcry 23.—A slight improvement is expected in the Iron Trade from 

the approach of dry weather, which by reducing the volume of streams 

will diminish the available water power and, consequently, the rate of pro- 


duction, if indeed it should not put an end to the make for the rest of the 
Season. By these means, it is hoped, stocks will be got rid of; and we 
have, therefore, the curious spectacle of ironmasters praying for a long- 
continued drought. The remarks of your correspondent upon * English Iron and Free 

rade,” are, I fear, calculated to’raise hopes that are not destined to be speedily fulfilled. 
He says,“ there is little doubt that ere long the duty upon the importation of iron into 
France will be altogether abolished.” I confess that I am far from being so sanguine, 
and am at a loss to discover whence he draws his conclusions. There is not a single 
authority, or organ of public opinion, here that can be cited in favour of the total aboli- 
tidn of duties upon iron or other goods; and all that free-traders seek is the abolition 
of protective duties ; they never dreamed of procuring the repeal of dues imposed for the 
Purpose of revenue. Last year the custom duties on pig-iron produced 4,084,172 frs., 
and those on bars 695,038 frs., more than three-fourths of Which were of British origin, 
and yet these figures are inferior to the results of the importations in the two preceding 
years. In the present condition of the French revenue it is difficult to discover how so 
large a sum could be compensated for if given up. One thing I believe I may with 
Safety state, that M. Magne has not the mos’ remote idea of abandoning this source of 
national income; but [ should be sorry to he understood as meaning to imply that a 
reduction of the present rates may not be reasonably expected, and that is as much as 
can be looked for. If the principle of protection be given up, and duties lowered so as 
to place British on a level with native ironmasters, if “a fair field and no favour” be 
given to both, great progress will be made, and great good will accrue to all parties— 
producers as well as consumers. Now, by asking for the total abolition it is probable 
that the reasonable reduction referred to may be further postponed. Great hopes, I am 
aware, are built on the well-known liberality of the commercial views of the Emperor; 
but his liberality must be judged of by the French and not by the English standard, 
He has written against the free importation of English iron, and even in his liberality, 
£0 far as it goes, it is believed that he has not the sympathy, though, of course, he com- 
mands the support, of his Ministers. The protectionist, or rather prohibitionist, ten- 
dency of a late Minister of the Interior, M. Billaut, are so notorious as not to require 
further cominent. Moreover a strong, powerful, and wealthy opposition is organised to 
eounteract any tendency of the Government towards free trade, and the largest fortunes 
in France are based upon commercial and industrial monopolies, while every effort is 
made, by recourse to slander, misrepresentation, and unmitigated falsehood, to make the 
qiestion of protection a national one, and to enlist in its favour the prejudices and pas- 
sions of all classes of society. To return, however, to the present condition of trade here

It was shown 
that, whilst the absolute weights of the two cables were as 214 to 10, their relative 
strengths were as 11 to 25,s0 that the light cable, weighing scarcely one-half of the heavy 
one, had nearly two and a half times its relative strength. In conclusion, the authors, 
while disclaiming any intention to find fault, expressed their strong conviction that 
though the Atlantic cable was a step in the right direction, as compared with the heavier 
cables of former days, it yet fell far short, in mechanical structure and condition, of the 
light system recommended by Mr. Allan. It was an undeniable fact that a light cable 
could be laid with much greater safety ; and it was, therefore, to be regretted that the 
engineers of the Atlantic Telegraph Company still, in spite of the falsification of their an- 
ticipations by the result of last year’s experience, adhered to the opinion that no im- 
provement could be made in the construction of the cable. With reference to the re- 
marks which had been made upon that form of light cable (Mr. Allan's), it was contended 
that the objections raised as to the size and materials of the inner core were of no im- 
portance whatever. All that was advocated was, that the whole of the metallic portions 
of the cable should be placed in the inside, instead of partly within and partly without. 
The diameter of the core, its material, the thickness of gutta percha, &., were all vary- 
ing elements, which should, in each particular cable, be proportioned to the work to be 
done. No dogmatic rule was laid down on these points, but a principle of construction 
was advocated entirely different from the tron-cased cables generally in use. Finally, 
the paper showed that a decrease in the specific gravity of the cable was the real remedy 
fur great tension. As a means of facilitating the communication between the British 
Government and India, there would be ample inducement for constructing the line, and 
when its importance to Australia, China, and other parts, with which we have an ex- 
tended commerce, is taken into consideration, it is doubtful whether the undertaking 
would not be well worth completing, even should the application for a Government gua- 
rantee prove unsuccessiul. Telegraphic communication with Australia is looked forward 
to at no very distant date, and the line which this company proposes to lay down would 
more than half accomplish the object, so that the number of messages which would pass 
through the company’s hands would be inumense, and the profits realised would be pro- 
portionably large. 





BRISTOL SCHOOL OF MINES. 
ANNUAL PRIZE EXAMINATION OF STUDENTS, COLLIERY OVERMEN, BAILIFFS, &e. 

The students of this institation were, on Monday and Tuesday, examined 
before Mr. W. W. Smyth, Professor of Mining and Mineralogy in the Go- 
vernment School of Mines, London. ‘The examination was for the most 
part in writing, but on Tuesday even a viva roce test of the knowledge of 
the students in several branches of mining and mineralogy was male by 
Mr. Smyth. In the examination on Geology, Mr. William Sanders, of 
Bristol, kindly took part. The following are the subjects in which lessons 
and lectures are giver at the institution during the year, and trom which 
the annual examinations are made :— 

Surveying, Levelling, and Plan-drawine ; including Surface and Underground Survey- 
ing, with and withont the Magnetic Necdie, and the Drawing of Vertical Sections of 
Mines and Geological Sections. Mining and Machinery: including Boring, Sinking, 
Tubbing, Winding, Pumping, Underground Haulage, and the Construction and Prin- 
ciples of the Steam-Engine, aud its various Applications in Mining Operations. Work- 
ing Coal and other Minerais: including Cutting Coal, Driving Ways, and Timbering 
Narrow and Long Work, in thick and thin seams, and at different inclinations, having 
special reference to Cost. Ventilation aml Prevention of Accidents: including Natural 
and Artificial Ventilation, Ventilating Working Faces, the Nature and Management of 
Gases, the Safety-Lamp, the Prevention of Accidents from Falls of Mineral, Explosion of 
Fire-Damp, and in Shafts,and the Management aud Supervision of Mines. Geology and 
Minerak : The General Principles and Teachings of Geology, and its Practical Appli- 
cations—the distinguishing Mf Simple Minerals, their Properties, and Uses in Mining. 

The examiners expressed their entire satisfaction at the progress which 
had been made during the year, and at the evidence afforded of the success 
of the institution, remarking that very great encouragement was given to 
the promoters of such a scheme of education, and that what had been done 
by it was an earnest of what might and what ought to be done on a very 
much more extensive scale in this country. 

On Monday, abovt 30 overmen and bailiffs of collieries assembled in the 
Lecture Hall of the School, several of whom made very creditable replies 
to questions from Mr. Smyth, relating to methods of working, timbering, 
ventilating, underground transport, &c. 

Mr. Thomas Harvey, one of the overmen at Easton Colliery, exhibited 
a working model of a safety-cage for the prevention of accidents in shafts, 
arising from breakage of the rope or other sources, whereby the load in the 
shaft would be suddenly precipitate. Although similar inventions have 
been patented by Messrs. White and Grant, and others, very great credit 
is due to Mr. Harvey, as he has had no opportunity of seeing such inven- 
tions, but has constructed it entirely from his own practical experience and 
such knowledge as he has derived trom attending the lectures at the Mining 
School.—The result of the examination will be made known after vacation, 
when the prizes and certificates will be awarded to successful candidates.

ON THE [RON ORES OF EXMOOR. 

Mr. W. Warincton Suytu real a paper at the Geological Society, in 
which he described the occurrence of ores of iron within a district, of about 
30 miles in length, between Ilfracombe an I the Bridgewater Flats, in slaty 
rocks belonging to the “ grauwacke ” of De la Beche’s Report on Cornwall, 
or to the “Plymouth group” of the Devonian system, as described by 
Sedgwick and Murchison. They are situated partly to the north, but chiefly to the south, 
of the irregular bands of limestone which pass from Combe Martin eastward by Simons- 
bath to Cuteombe and Treborough. The really stratified deposits of iron ore are bands of 
argillaceons nodules, alternating with shales, similar to those of the coal measures, and 
these have been found in abundance on the flank of Hangman Hil!, near Combe Martin, 
and in the North Porest of Exmoor, but, in general, their angle of inclination is too great 
to allow of their being worked in competition with the analogous ores of the coal flelds. 

The lodes containing iron ore, extensively workel some centuries ago, and which have 
recently been explored in the Brendon Hills, and tested on the property of F. W. Knight, 
Esq., M.P., are so nearly conformable to the beds of slate, striking about east 10° south, 
with a dip of from 45° to 65° southward, that they might be taken for stratified deposits. 

In several places,as at Cornham Ford, the Roman lode, and the Little Woolcombe lode, 
hematite has been found at or near the surface, containing 98°4 per cent. of peroxide of 
iron, in masses which present the structure of sparry iron or carbonate. Most of the 
lodes, however, especially those of the Deer Park, on Exmoor and Raleigh’s Cross, consist 
of brown or hydrous peroxide, generally occurring in large cavernous masses, with the 
interior of the cells often lined with brilliant but minute crystals of goethite (pure hydrous 
peroxide), yet exhibiting the rhombohedral structure of sparry ore. Analysis shows this 

re, especially from certain of the Exmoor veins, to contain 71°3 per cent. of peroxide of 
iron, together with a considerable percentage of oxide of manganese. 

Lastly, several of the veins prove in depth to consist of sparry ore (siderite or carbo- 
nate of iron), containing a notable percent we of carbonate of manganese. This has espe- 
cially been shown at Goosemoor, Huel Eliza, Hangley Cleave,and on Kentisbury Down. 
The width of these veins varies from a few inches to above 20 feet, and at the greatest 
depth hitherto reached, 140 feet, there is no deterioration in size. Quartz veinstone and 
fragments of slate occasionally fill part of the lodes, and this fact, coupled with the in- 
terruptions of “ slides" and “ heaves,” has led to some misplaced disappointment on the 
part of those who made their calculations without taking into account the capricious 
nature of true veins 

Hence it appears—1. That the vein fissures have been formed in this district almost 
solely in planes conformable to those of stratification, and that, after having been filled 
with carbonate of tron, quartz, &., they have been more or less distarbed. 

2. That the sparry ore has been converted, often to a great depth, into goethite or pure 
hydrous peroxide, the consequent decrease of bulk giving rise to the cellular cavities 
lined with crystals. 

3. That some smaller portions have been converted into hematite, having probably 
passed through the intermediate stage of brown proxide. 

4. The pebbles of hematite at the base of the new red in the adjoining district appear 
to be derived froin these lodes, and would indicate their having been filled with ore prior 
to the great spread of deposits of red and brown iron ore which took place in the south- 
west of England and South Wales soon after the decomposition of the coal measures. 

The interest attached to these pseudomorphus changes, and to the scale on which they 
have taken place, is heightened by comparison with the ores of Siegen, of Sommorostro 
near Bilboa, and those brought by Dr. Livingstone from Central Africa. 








On Native Copper in the Llandudno Mine, near Great Orme’s Head, 
North Wales.—By.

The author described some microscopic arborescent crystallisations of native copper 
occurring with ruby copper in small cavities in a brown limestone, which contains yellow 
bisulphuret of copper. Harder sulphurous ore occurs in the bed below, and carbonates 
and oxides of copper in the bed above. The arborescent copper is probably the result of 
the decomposition of copper ores, and has been formed subsequently to the crystals of lime 
in the limestone, which are often tipped with an octahedron of ruby oxide, or overlaid 
with spikes of the native copper.

THE AUSTRALIAN MAIL CONTRACTS. 


The Government has cancelled the agreement with the European 
Australian Steam Packet Company for the conveyance of the Ha wy 
tween this country and phe and the Royal Mail Company ain 
has still a sub-contract unexpired, will perform the service until final _ 
can be adopted by tender from the general public. This is the natard) 
sult of the frequent and annoying delays and disappointments which _ 
becn experienced by the mercantile community since the contract has 
in foree. ‘There is no doubt that the company in question undertook j 
duty prematurely, and began to carry the bags before it had a sulci 
statf of steamers on the line, so that one becoming disabled the whole = 
tem was disarranged, as there was no extra vessel to take up the salves 
The company has been unfortunate from the beginning, and a severe lees 
has accrued to the shareholders ; but in a public and national matter ek 
as the transmission of letters, special or individual interests cannot be al 
lowed to bear against general advantage ; and however detrimental the 
step now taken may be to the proprietary of the European and Australian 
Packet Company, the Government could adopt no other course. 

The experience of the past will be a lesson on all sides for the future. 
The difficulties of so long a sea voyage, and other causes which the 
late contractors had to contend against, furnish good reason why the Go. 
vernment should make material changes in the mode of transmissigy. 
while those who may send in tenders for the performance of the postaj 
service will have good data to guide their terms of offer, so that good ty 
the public will be the result of the recent annoyances in the postal inter. 
course with our Australian colonies. It is a matter of much importance to 
determine the most economic as well as expeditious plan of forwar). 
ing the bags, and of establishing two mails per month, which are so mych 
required, indeed looked tor, almost as a matter of right, now that the by.

mous and is still increasing. ‘These points we have frequently discusse) 
and entered into details, but now an opportunity has occurred for their mg. 
ture consideration, aud we trust the Government will duly appreciate the 
advantages which must ensue from increased facilities and increased oppor. 
tunities of postal intercourse. 

The question of postal intercourse between this country and the Ans. 
tralian colonies having been brought before Parliament, there are two 
or three points of such essential moment in connection with this matter, 
that they should now be determined finally and equitably by the im. 
perial Government—we mean the route, the points of call homeward and 
outward—and whether any existing or an independent company shonld 
have the contract. ‘The Secretary for the Colonies stated that tenders 
would be received for the future performance of the service. ‘The route, 
vid Suez and Ceylon, is unquestionably the only one which will meet the 
necessary requirements for expeditious intercourse, and no one would 
for a moment contemplate a change. ‘The important feature for the con- 
sideration of the Exccutive is to determine on which coast of these several 
colonies the ocean steamer shall first deposit the European mail, for here 
local feelings and interests interfere. ‘The principal obstacle in fully carrying 
out the late contract was the refusal of the colony of South Australia to pay her 
portion of the subsidy, in consequence of the bags being carried heyond her 
coasts, thus in fact ignoring her geographical position. However, after much 
delay, the sister colonies consented to a modification of arrangements, by al- 
lowing the steamers to call at Nepean Bay, as it was obvious that by connect- 
ing this point with intercolonial telegraph, Melbourne, Sydney, Adelaide, 
&c., would receive European news simultaneously, many days in advance of 
the delivery of the letters inthe usual course, while the homeward intelligence 
from these places would be concurrent and several days later than by the or- 
dinary channel. This would, unquestionably, give mutual benefit to all, 
both at home and in the colonies, whereas, under existing arrangements, 
Victoria has pre-eminence over Sydney, South Australia, Tasmania, &c., 
as re-spects priority of news. If left to the colonies themselves to de- 
decide, this point will never be settled, and it is imperative that the Colo 
nial Office should take the initiative. There are two modes of adjusting 
the question, either by the home government carrying out the modified 
route, vid Nepean Bay, as contemplated under the late contract, by which 
the ocean steamer calls at each of the principal colonies according to their 
geographical position. Should, however, local feeling and jealousy retard 
this equitable arranyement, the imperial government must act on its own 
responsibility, and forward the Logs fortnightly, rid Suez and Ceylon, to 
Nepean Bay, Kangaroo Island being neutral ground as respects the ports, 
and the nearest to the mother country, the home Government detraying the 
cost to and from this point, and each colony, or the colonies collectively, 
might take the bags in local steamers at their own cost, for clistribution at 
their respective ports. This would simplify matters, as no further corre- 
spondence would be necessary, and each colony would settle its own details. 

Considering the adverse interests which have been at work, to the de- 
triment of the benefits of the overland route, this course seems the only 
equitable way of bringing the matter to an issue; and we believe that all 
the colonies will find hereafter that it is to their own advantage in every 
respect. It is, however, the mother country which is so much affected in 
the matter, and the interests of our merchants, and others, trading with 
Australasia, ought no longer to be damaged and retarded by the jealousies 
and local influences of the different colonies. 

The only other question for the Government to determine is, whether 
the contract shall be given to an existing company, or one specially con- 
stituted for this object. The requirements of these colonies are so vast, 
that they should have undivided attention. Rumours are current to the 
effect that the offers to the Government will only be from the Peninsular 
and Oriental Company, and from a combination of interests represented by 
Messrs. Cunard and Mclvor. The objection to the former by the Aus- 
tralian colonists, is the apprehension that they are so extensively en- 
gaged with the East Indies, that Australia would take only a secondary 
position in their arrangements; and as the Cunard line of American 
steamers are known to be so efficiently worked, it is hoped that rumour in 
respect to their tender is true. To whomsoever it may be accorded, we 
trust the importance of rendering it a pure postal and passenger traffic ne- 
gociation, will be borne in mind, and that the transmission of goods will 
not be permitted by this overland route. Expedition is of the utmost 
value, and nothing should be allowed which ean in any way interfere with 
this object. Postal intercourse should be distinct. ‘Time would thus be 
saved, and the space hitherto allotted to merchandise would be available 
for a larger supply of fuel. 








The Board of Trade returns for the past month are again most unsatis- 
factory; iron, owing to the dulness of the American and colonial export

Norta Waves Mining District.—With the exception of Brynmally 
and the Ruabon Coal Company, the coal trade in the Ruabon and Wrexham coal dis- 
tricts is remarkably dull at present, scarcely any orders being received. The conse 
quence of this state of things is, that the stocks on the banks are rapidly increasing, and 
in many instances the colliers are not working much above halftime, The iron trade, 
we are sorry to learn, is nearly at a stand, and, what is infinitely worse, there is not the 
slightest symptom of any improvement. The lead-works at Minera are going on as 
prosperousty as usual, and a good trade is being done there in lime and limestone. At 
none of the works is there much doing in the coke trade.—Manchester Guardian

PropuctioN oF Heat anv Licut.—Mr. M. F. Isoard, Paris, has pa- 
tented some improvements in carburetting and burning the vapour of water, in order to 
render it applicable for heating and lighting purposes. He produces the vapour in any 
kind of generator, or it may be the steam as it leaves the cylinder? of steam-engines. He 
cquses this vapour or steam to pass through @ carburetting apparatus, in which it is 
charged with gaseous hydrocarbon, which it carries away. On leaving this apparatus, it 
is passed under the bars of a furnace, to which it serves as fuel. The vapour of hydro- 
carburet burns, and the steam arising from water also burns, aller having been decom- 
posed Into hydrogen and oxygen. Instead of carrying it under a fire-grate, it may be 
conducted into a gas holder, whence it can be allowed to escape at pleasure, and burned 
like gas used for lighting purposes. He varies the preparation of the hydrocarburets to 
be used according to the purposes required. For steam intended to serve as fuel he uses 
heavy tars of all kinds, and for gas for lighting purposes he uses essences. 


Rauway Breaks.—The object of an invention patented by Mr. Newton 
js to compensate for the varying distances between the carriages, and to keep a connecting 
chain or rod, which connects all the carriages with the engine (and is used for actuating 
the breaks) always tight, or ofa uniform tension, regardless of the varying position of the 
several carriages, whether their progress be up or down grade, This end being attained 
will permit of the ready application of the breaks of all the carriages of the train simul- 
taneously, by a power under the control of the engine driver. 


Nover Steam-Enoine.—Mr. John Fereday, Wolverhampton, proposes 
a novel form of engine, which consists of a wheel mounted upon an axle or shaft, and ro- 
tating with or round the said shaft; the periphery or rim of this said wheel is encased 
in a jacket or outer covering, preferably of a figure similar to the rim of the wheel ; in 
this onter coveriyg or jacket, and at a point forming an angle less than 90° and more 
than 30° with the vertical axis of the wheel, and on each side of the suid axis is an open- 
ing or port, which he calls the steam port ; into these ports the steam pipe from the boiler 
is fitted round the inside of the ports ; and in the space between the outer surface of the 
rim of the wheel and the inner surface of the jacket he places packing all round, so as to 
prevent the steain from passing round the wheel, forcing it to act direct upon that part 
of the wheel which is immediately under the steam port, causing it to press upon the 
rim of the wheel, and thus produce rotation in one direction or the other, according as the 
steam acts at the right or left hand port, the same construction being retained if the 
steam be allowed to pass round with the wheel. The eduction ports may be on the 
underside, symetrical with the steam ports. The motion generated in the wheel may be 
transmitted from the axle in the usual manner. 
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Mopern Art Exuinition.—A short time since, Mr. Henry Cole, C.B., 
pointed out the necessity of an exhibition of works of art-manufacture, 
executed or designed by the scholars in connection with the Department 
of Science and Art. This has now been carried into effect, and can be in- 
spected at the South Kensington Museum. Under the immediate patronage 
of the Marquis of Salisbury, the Lord President of the Board of Trade, a 
conversazione was held at the Museum, on Saturday evening,at which a very numerous 
body of members of both Houses of the Legislature assembled, testifying their interest 
in the institution, and apparently highly gratified with the many beautiful objects pre- 
sented to their notice. The exhibition of miscellaneous works of art was deservedly 
attractive; while among the metal work we may notice three art mantelpieces, con- 
tributed by Mr. William Potts, of Birmingham, in which a delightful intermixture of 
marble and metallic ornamentation is happily blended, conveying a realisation of poetic 
fancy and sterling utility which entirely surpasses all that we have hitherto been accus- 
tomed to admire in the productions of the most approved manufacturers. The first of 
these chimney sculptures represents a mythological illustration of Apollo and the Muses ; 
in the second the exciting scenes of the Chase are graphically delineated ; while the third 
is devoted to Shakspere, and worthy illustrations from his works. The designs and 
elaborate flnish of these masterpieces cannot be sufficiently appreciated from any rendering 
of our pen; indeed, we would earnestly recommend an inspection by all lovers of the utile 
dulci, that an idea may be formed of the wonderful effects obtained by the artist. These 
productions are so elaborately finished that they need not fear competition with those of 
any foreign artist, and evidently show the great improvement in design which has taken 
place Within the last few years; for the first impulse towards this we have undoubtedly 
to thank the Great Exhibition of 1851, though we believe Mr. Potts has been many years 
laboriously engaged in maturing his designs, and bringing them to their present state of 
perfection. We must not, however, omit to notice the Sheffield grates and fenders for- 
warded by Messrs. Benham and Sons, while those exhibited by Mr. W. S. Burton, of 
Oxturd-street, likewise deserve honourable mention. Messrs. Elkington have an in- 
teresting case with their manufactured articles. Some of the ov. idised compositions will 
Tepay the attention of the visitor. The ceramics are well represented by the firm of the 
late Mr. Menton, of Stoke-upon-Trent. There are likewise a number of specimens of 
terra cotta and porcelain from different localities in the Potteries. The glass, however, 
is not of the best quality, and there is considerable room yet for improvement in this de- 
partment. The opening of such an exhibition is without doubt a step in the right direc- 
ton, and we trust that a constant succession of fresh designs may be forwarded, to re- 
place those which ure disposed of. The utility of such an institution cannot be ques- 
tioned, and it is only to be regretted that it is not in a more convenient site. At pre- 
sent, from its great distance from the northern and eastern districts of the metropolis, 
but comparatively few of the denizens of those localities can avail themselves of the ad- 
vantages affurded them by the opening of this educational establishment. 





PerioptcaL Expositions, or great exhibitions of art and manufactures, 
have now taken root in this country, as they have in France and the 
United States. After the Great Exhibition of 1851 it was contemplated 
that another would be held in about seven years ; but the Dublin Exhi- 
bition, the New York Exhibition, and the Paris Exposition of 1855, have 
caused a further interval to be allowed, and it is now proposed that the 
next Exhibition be held in 1861. The Society of Arts, which originated the Great Ex- 
hibition, has taken charge of the matter at present, and proposes that the Exhibition 
Shall be held for its benefit, so far as any surplus is concerned, and as was originally 
intended. The question of site is now becoming a matter of controversy among eager 
competitors. It will be far from easy to have another glass palace erected in Hyde- 
park, for there will be very little disposition to have the public convenience interfered 
with for a purpose no longer novel. The Crystal Palace at Sydenham in unavailable. 
The Regent’s-park, which was spoken of before, cannot really be got at, for it is deficient 
of direct approaches, and the residents around are too fond of their privacy to have a 
Crystal Palace there. The South Kensington or Brompton estates of the old Exhibition 
Commissioners may, perhaps, be contemplated as a site, but it is one which is not very 
Suitable, It has all the inconveniences of the Hyde-park site and no attractions. There 
is another site, which ten years ago powerfully competed with Ilyde-park,and, at a time 
when the objections to the appropriation of Hyde-park were very strongly supported, 
nearly carried the day, and that is. Battersea-park. The objections to Battersea-park 
then were that the new bridge was not carried out, and that the railway communication was 
hot effective ; but now Battersea-park has overcome these objections, and possesses ad- 
vantages over every site yet proposed. Battersea-park and its terraces being now com- 
pleted afford a good site on the river bank on the west side of the uew bridge for a 
Crystal Palace. In the first place this situation has the advantage of water access, so 
that not only barges can be brought up with heavy machinery and stones, but likewise 
Seagoing craft, so that articles can be brought conveniently and cheaply from every sea- 
port and canal wharf in the country, not only supplying the Exhibition, but, what is 
of great importance, conveying materials for building the palace itself. AW goods, for 
whatever purpose, will be brought direct from the place of packing and loading, with no 
transhipment and no land carriage, and be placed in the building. ‘The river likewise 
affords 4 ready, pleasant, and cheap route for visitors to a great part of the population

After noticing the evidence ten- 
dered on these points, his Honour said that his judgment was that the design was new, 
consequently that there was an infringement ; and that it was within scope of the Act. 
He, therefore, gave judgment for the plaintiifs ; and considering the defendant's confidential 
relation to the plaintiffs, and that the penalty was prescribed as for piracy, he should im- 
pose the full amount of the penalty—%0/.
